DELAWARE, O.— Perkins Obser­ 
vatory at Ohio Wesleyan University, 
which will house the third largest 
telescope in the world, is being built 
mostly with th§ life savings of Hi- 
ran M. Perkins, an obscure college 
professor.

Perkins’- 
salary 
never was more than $1,800 a year, 
but’ by keen business sagacity and 
fortunate investments be accumula­ 
ted $300,000, every cent of which 
he gave to the Ohio Wesleyan. He 
taught in the institution for more 
than half a century. The professor 
did not live to see his life’s* dream 
realized as he died at the age of 91, 
several months ago. 
Perkins’ telescope will be a 61- 
inch reflecting 6ne and workmen are 
completing the metal cap for the 
building, which will completely en­ 
close it. Work on the 61-inch mirror 
is well under way and the telescope 
mounting has been ready for several 
weeks.

The steel top for the telescope 
dome weighs 168 tons, mounted on 
wheels so that it will revolve on a 
circular track. Directly below it, the 
telescope itself will be placed on A 
460-ton concrete pier* which forms 
the base of the dome. 
The total weight of the instru­ 
ment will be 37 tons and the mirror 
will add a weight of 2,700 pounds. 
Despite Its great weight, the tele­ 
scope will be so delicately balanced;

amount of current necessary for an 
electric lamp when in use. 
The telescope will make visible 
to the eye stars of the eighteenth 
magnitude, and make possible pho­ 
tographs of stars of the nineteenth 
and possibly the twentieth magni­ 
tude, according to Ohio Wesleyan 
astronomers. .

As patrons of the public schools of this city and 
as tax payers and citizens Vitally interested in the 
Welfare of our schools and in the growth abd* progress 
of our city, we wish to call your attention to the follow­ 
ing facts and conditions before you cast your vote at 
the school levy election Saturday, May 9. 


I. 
The school laws of this state require this 
election every year, if more than five mills is required 
to run the schools. Five mills are allowed by the 
Constitution of the state and do not have to be voted 
annually. Any additional tax required to maintain the 
schools must be submitted to an annual vote. For 
confirmation of this, see article VI, Section 144 of the 
School Laws of 1922. 


2« 
The property valuations in this school district 
for the fiscal year beginning July I, 1924, will be ap­ 
proximately $6,750,000. A five mill levy on this valu­ 
ation will produce sufficient funds to run the schools 
of this district about four months. To run the Schools 
the full nine months, as has been done in previous 
years, will require the additional ten mill levy which 
you are called upon to vote tomorrow. This rate is 
the same you have voted for the past several years 
for the maintenance of the schools of this district. 


3. 
According to the school law referried to above, 
the amount of the excess levy voted each year is for 
the fiscal year following and the amount voted for any 
fiscal year is for that' year only. 
In other words, 
the rate voted for any fiscal year ends with the close 
of that year. The amount voted for this year ends 
with June 30 and the amount you are asked to vote to­ 
morrow will be the rate for the fiscal yeSf beginning 
July I, 1924 and ending June 30, 1925. 


4. 
If the $15 Amendment which was voted last 
October becomes a law, the ten mill excess levy, which 
the Board of Education is asking for the maintenance 
of the schools next year, will be reduced to about 6.5 
mills. At this time, however, nobody knows whether 
this amendment will become law or not and because 
of this uncertainty in regard to the amendment the 
State Depatment of Education has advised that we go 
on the assumption that it will not become law. In 
case it is validated and is incorporated into the school 
laws of the state, the proceeds from this source next 
year will be counted as a cash asset abd the 'local 
rate reduced accordingly.

5. 
The enrollment in the schools of the district 
will be larger next year than this year as is shown 
in the increase in the scholastic enumeration taken 
in February. If Justice is to be done the children of 
this district, it is evident that additional teachers and 
additional equipment will be necessary. This condition 
can not be met on a reduced budget for school main­ 
tenance. A 
good school is cheap on an adequate 
budget; a poor one, is dear on a minimum expendi­ 
ture.

6.. The total tax rate for Ada is about $5.33, of 
which amount $1.50 is for school maintenance. Failure 
to vote the levy tomorrow would reduce t^ie school 
tate to $ 50 and the total rate for the city He $4.33 
and at the same tim e reduce the school term for 
about 3000 children to four months, or less.^Can we 
afford to reduce the tax rate at so great a cpst?

Finally. If the levy la voted down tomorrow 
it can no.t be resubmitted during the year juxd as *a 
result the public schools of the city will be ruined as 
far as next year is concerned. The high school will lose 
its North Central standing a t the close of th is school 
year, no credits for work done in any of the classes can 
be given next year, and no graduation allowe&for next 
year, if a majority of the people th this school district 
are not in favor of the levy. In addition to this tie 
high school will lose Its accredited standing in the 
state for the simple reason that a thirty-six weeks 
school term is the fundamental requirement for this 
recognition. The grades would fare but Bttle better 
than the high school for not more than a half year 
or one semester credit could be done.

William H. Zwrick, district judge,! 
stated late Thursday night that the! 
decision in the Wooden case did not 
affect other divorces granted previ­ 
ous to this time, but that it would 
affect petitions filed in the future 
in that the waiver of service of 
summons cannot be filed with the 
petition. The divorces granted in the 
past are granted, he said.

LONDON.— Not to be outdone by 
Wales, which can boast of its own 
royal prince, an influenlial group 
of Scotchman have chosen Albert, 
Duke of York, to be the {inofficial 
Prince cf Scotland. 
Since the time when Queen Eliza­ 
beth robbed Scotland of its royal 
line, Scctfchmen have had only two 
or three royal princes alloted them 
by the grace of ' their English sov­ 
ereign. Now the Scotchmen would 
like to exercise a certain amount 
of freedom 
in 
selecting 
a royal 
prince of their own. 
Scotchmen attending the 141st an­ 
niversary dinner of the Highland 
Society, a t which the Duke of York 
was present, took the initiative in 
adopting him as their favorite son. 
The Scotchmen pointed out that the 
Duke of York also held a Scottish 
title “The Earl of Iverness” and | 
that furthermore he had married a I 
Scottish duchess, and they did n o t1 
neglect to note that he is also Scot­ 
tish by lineage.

York 
acknowledged 
the 
compliment.

SAN FRANCISCO.—Of 
all 
the 
difficult jobs of drilling for oil un­ 
dertaken by the Standard Oil com­ 
pany of California in this country 
and in foreign lands, the hardest 
ever attempted is the well being 
sunk back ot Portage Bay, Alaska, 
it was explained recently at the com 
pany’s executive offices here. 
The crew' drilling in Alaska has 
encountered innumerable difficulties 
during the year that operations ha' * 
been under way. The hole has been 
driven through solid rock, a sand­ 
stone formation so hard 
that 
at 
times it has turned the edge of 
steel and required repairs in the 
drill. Inch by inch the unyielding 
substance has been pierced. Some 
days the progress was -not more 
than five or six feet. The end of the 
year, in March, found the hole 1405 
feet deep, with the sandstone per­ 
sisting. 
M 
There can be no chance for oil 
until the rock is pierced. The corn- 
jpany's geologists, on whose recom­ 
mendation the spot was selected for 
drilling, declared it was the long­ 
est stretch of hard formation that 
they ever had encountered. 
Frequent delays have been caus­ 
ed by the exceptional severity of 
the winter. Temperatures of 24 be­ 
low zero have been encountered. 
Often it was necessary to thaw out 
the pipe lines to the boilers. 
The company of 
drillers, 
sent 
from San Franclaco, reached Alaska 
in the summer pf 1922, carrying all 
the equipment for drilling and mak­ 
ing a camp. Portage Bay, where the 
party landed, is a wilderness without 
a settlement. The place selected for 
the well was 17 miles inland. To 
I haul the apparatus it was necessary 
j to build a road crossing two moun­ 
tain ranges and several miles of 
swampy ground.

Another 
step to bQ taken soon will be the 
creation of a bank of issue based on 
the same principle as the Austrian 
bank arranged by the League of 
Nations.

“We 
have roughly stabilized the Polish 
mark at 9,000,000 to the dollar. It 
is estimated that the Polish people, 
through fear of the further deprec­ 
iation of the local currency, have 
put aside gold to the value of 1120- 
COO,OOO, but their confidence being 
restored, they are now beginning 
to sell their dollars and have actur 
ally offered the state ll2,OOO,OOO 
gold which the state has purchased 
at the prevailing rate of exchange.
